LIBERTY LOAN SPEAKERS FORMED AT NARBERTH

In spite of the persistent inclem- 
ent weather which prevailed last week 
tlve patriotic mass meeting scheduled 
for Thursday evening under the aus- 
pices of the Women's Committee of 
the third Liberty Loan was held in 
Elm Hall as originally planned. 

The meeting was opened by the 
singing of the third Liberty Loan song, 
"What Are You Going to Do to Help 
the Boys?" by a quartet composed of 
Miss Crist, Mrs. Joseph Barclay, Miss 
Gertrude Wright and Mrs. Howard 
Hoffman, accompanied by Mrs. Nel- 
son Moore at the piano, Mr. Burt vio- 
linist, and Mr. Abel, 'cello, the audi- 
ence rendering the chorus with most 
enthusiastic spirit. 

Hon. Fletcher W. Stites, acting as 
chairman, introduced Judge A, H. 
Moore, who delivered a very stirring 
patriotic speech. His address em- 
braced many vital things at issue, 
pleading with us not to betray the 
faith of the boys who left our shores 
confident of our best support. He also 
laid great stress on the facts that the 
Anglo Saxion must win this war and 
that only two kinds of people now 
exist in the United States, the ail- 
American and the pro-German. After 
the applause had subsided a most in- 
teresting hour followed listening to 
the story of Lieut Lloyd. He recounted 
many of the battles in which he had 
participated and it was particularly 
interesting to hear of the battle of 
Vimy Ridge from one who had actu- 
ally been on the battlefield. Much 
credit is due the Women's Committee 
for their enthusiasm, persistent in its 
character, and for the gpod results 
they have obtained so far in this 
third Liberty Loam drive. Every wo- 
men's organization in Narberth is rep- 
resented in this committee. May the 
trood work go on.

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The Main Line District went over 
its quota today (April 16) with total 
subscriptions reported at the commit- 
tee headquarters in Ardmore, of $750,. 
050. This is $56,830 more than the 
quota awarded to the Main Line Dis- 
trict by the Third Federal Reserve 
District. The subscriptions represent 
311 individual subscribers. 

The subscriptions by districts are 
as follows: 



Assuming that the calendar is right, 
after all, and that it actually is April 
and not January, the Narberth Tennis 
Association will have a partia>] open- 
ing of the 191S season this coming 
Saturday afternoon on the courts, at 
Elmwood and Essex avenues. By "par- 
tiar it is meant that two courts will 
be ready. If it hadn't been for the 
bad weather last week, all four courts 
would have been ready for use this 
Saturday. 

At a special meeting of the associa- 
tion held last week, it was unanimous- 
ly decided to increase the annual 
membership dues from $7 to $10, and 
the imitiation fee from $1 to $5. These 
increases were made necessary by the 
general increase in the cost of mate- 
rials used in putting, the grounds in 
shape for the season, and tlve in- 
creased labor costs for maintenance. 

A resolution was also unanimously 
passed, instructing Secretary War- 
wick to tender to the Narberth Lib- 
erty Loan Committee the use of the 
flag pole on the tennis grounds for 
flying the honor flag, which it is hoped 
our town will earn by exceeding its 
quota in the Liberty Loan. The club 
members realize that while the logical 
place to fly the flag irn the event of its 
being awarded to Narberth is Elm 
Hail, where the borough officials have 
their headquarters, at the same time 
they thought that on account of the 
conspicuous location of the tennis as- 
sociation flag, pole, it might be thought 
the desirable place to display the 
honor flag. As was said at the tennis 
meeting by one of the members, "My 
first thought was that the flag should 
fly on the pole at Elm Hall. But then 
it occurred to me that it could mot 
be seen by the thousands of passen- 
gers on the trains passing through 
Narberth. Naturally, it is these folks 
that we want particularly to see the 
flag should we earn it, and it is for 
this reason that the association has 
felt that it was but right that we 
should offer the use of its flag pole to 
the Narberth Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee/' 

The grounds committee made a com-

The following extract was clipped 
from Monday's Public Ledger, under 
the heading; of "Topics of the Town:" 

"Those other papers in Swarthmore 
and Ridley Park that you extolled 
may be all right," said H. C. Gara, 
president of the Gara-McGinley Com- 
pany, "but don't overlook our little 
Narberth paper, now in its fourth vol- 
ume." 

He handed me several copies of Our 
Town published every Thursday by 
that very active body, the Narberth 
Civic Association. Two of the asso- 
ciate editors are women. The editor 
is Harry A. Jacobs. 

Whether it's the Home Guard or 
the Liberty Loan or flowering trees or 
clean streets, the town Is wide awake 
and up to the mark and the paper re- 
flects Its spirit. 

I notice that one of the directors 
is the Hon. Fletcher W. Stites. 



Again it has been demonstrated that 
residents of Narberth are quick to 
grasp any suggestion of merit. It 
was only necessary for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad to keep a special officer 
on the eastbound platform one week 
to bring to the attention of Narberth 
commuters the dangers of boarding 
the moving tra'ins. 

Force of habit at times blinds one 
to the risks unconsciously taken in 
our daily work. A simple reminder tc 
Narberth folks proved sufficient with j 
the railroad company, for the:r 
officials, at the end of the week, re- 
ported a marked improvement. 

A preventive, however, should be 
sought now that the cure lies In the 
placing of a "life saver" on the plat- 
form. Leaving home for the trains 
just one minute earlier will avoid any 
necessity or occasion for boarding 
moving trains. They never leave the 
station ahead of time and a wait of a 
minute or two on the station platform 
is infinitely preferable to waiting in 
a hospital. 



Cross, war garden work. Boy Scouts 
war thrift work, and the like. Op- 
portunities should be found to intro- 
duce into the school activities having 
real educational value, which at tne 
same time link up the public schools 
with the ideals of service and self- 
sacrifice actuating our people, and 
bring home to the consciousness of 
teachers, pupils and parents the es- 
sential unity of the nation in this 
great crisis." 

As to the Government's need of 
high school students, Secretaries 
Baker and Daniels point out that "the 
army and navy do not want, and can 
not use, boys under 18 years of age, 
nor boys nor men of any age who are 
not strong and well-developed physi- 
cally. So far as the army any navy 
are concerned, there is nothing more 
important that the schools can do 
than to keep going at full capacity, 
and at the same time to emphasize in 
every possible way their work in phys- 
ical education. High school boys will 
render the best service of which they 
are capable by remaining; in school 
until the completion of the high 
school course." 

Agricultural labor is empnasized as 
the most immediate possibility for 
high school boys. "It can not be too 
strongly urged, however," says the 
statement, "that each pupil's case 
should be considered individually and 
that no pupils be excused from school 
lor this purpose, except with the writ- 
ten consent of the parents, to accept 
specified employment by the school or 
by other proved agencies of the con- 
ditions of employment." 

Civil Service officials are equally 
emphatic in their statement that noth- 
ing can be gained by shutting down 
the schools or by curtailing school fa- 
cilities, but they suggest, since civil 
service positions have been filled by 
drawing workers from commercial 
and industrial houses, and also by 
drawing teachers from the schools, 
the schools could undoubtedly render 
a much needed service by organizing 
classes to train stenographers, type- 
writers, clerks and secretaries. 

Regarding the need in industry, 
Government officials maintain that no 
emergency exists which justifies any 
relaxation of the laws safeguarding 
the working conditions of our young 
people. The official statement points 
out that there are serious shortages 1 
in industry already and more are an- 
ticipated, but "boys and girls under 
IS years of age should not be used to 
make up these shortages any more 
than can possibly be helped. It is 
easier to provide approved working 
conditions on the farms than in the 
mill or factory."

DOST (LOSE THE 

SCHOOLS; USE THEM 



"Don't close the schools; use them 
to maximum capacity," says Secretary 
of the Interior Lane, approving a state- 
ment just issued by the Bureau of 
Education of his department, wherein 
is presented the Government's need 
of the schools in war time, as seen by 
those in Washington charged with the 
conduct of the war.
